Theatre men can probably not do anything about programs within the 
actual studios of a radio station or even in the hotel ballrooms, but when 
the stations or sponsors step out and try to use the civic auditoriums 
to jam in up to 10,000 ‘guests’ in one night that is different. 


Radio is now solidly a part of the American amusement picture. It 
is powerfully backed by big business and in a position to extend its 
activities in myriad directions. The main threat is those big programs 
from the local armory or auditorium. When such eflorts are made to use 
tax-supported public places of assembly to compete with the theatres, 
a lot of loud yelling is in order. Once this precedent is established, 
radio could surround and choke show business through this free show 
stunt. 


Nor should it be supposed that more peopie prefer Garbo on the 
sereen than the Mud River Hillbillies in an armory. Not when the 
hillbillies are free and Garbo costs 40c, 


This free radio show thing isn’t confined, by any means, to the big key 
centers where the excess of population can absorb and cushion the di- 
version of large numbers of people from theatres in studios. It will be 
found in full bloom in such small towns as Shreveport, Jackson and 
Dubuque. 





The film business did itself no special good in killing off its natural 
ally, vaudeville, for it’s as something of a substitute for vaudeville that 
radio thrives. And with the aid of the Jack Bennys, Fred Allens and 
others from vaudeville. 3ut while trying to grab everything the film 
biz overlooked or couldn’t touch radio which now offers more direct 
competition than all the vaudeville or legits ever did. And the ever- 
widening scope of the free audience shows in conjunction with broad- 
casts is making a range out of a molehill that’s already grown into a 
mountain.

FEARS ‘COERCION’ 


Washington, Nov. 5. 

Vacating the Oct. 8 order, 
the U. S. Supreme Court today 
granted Paramount its petition 
to reconsider its stand on the 
William Fox sound patent case, 
and announced it will review 
the decisions of the Circuit 
Court of Appeals affirming the 
validity of the Tri-Ergon 
rights. 

No date set yet for argument 
on lower court decisions. 

Action maks a_ substantial 
victory to the entire production 
branch of the film industry, 
which complained Fox was 
using the lower court rulings 
to ‘coerce’ payment of heavy 
damages for infringement over 
a long term of years. 


Washington, Nov. 5. 

Making a last resort effort to 
stave off punitive damage _ suits, 
major film producers last week ap- 
pealed to the U. S. Supreme Court 
for a reconsideration of its refusal 
to review decisions in protracted in- 
fringement litigation affirming 
claims of William Fox’s American 
Tri-Ergon to sound patents.

The code ruling, they 
state, now prevents the women from 
doing any extra work and is putting 
undue hardships on a number of 
competent atmosphere players. 

Want Wives to Work 

It is known, however, that 
eral assistant casters drawing good 
salaries are burned at the code pro- 
vision which prevents their wives 
from getting extra calls, 
figure a revision of the provision b\ 
the Code Authority based 
hardships placed on many low sal- 
aried workers, will slip through to 
enable their own wives and rela- 
tives to get back on the extra lists. 

Mrs. Mabel Kinney, head of the 
standing committee on extras, ad- 
mitted that the casters’ petition had 
been presented to her for forward- 
ing to the Code Authority. She 
stated, however, that the document 
was confidential, and it was on its 
way east for action by the C. A. 

Petitioners ask that paragraph B, 
Section 4 of Article 4 be amended 
to allow dependents of studio work- 
ers to accept extra calls from other 
companies where chance of favor- 
itism would not be existent. 

Paragraph B now reads, ‘no one 
shall be employed as an extra 
player or atmosphere worker who is 
a dependent member of the imme- 
diate family of any regular em- 
ployee of a motion picture com- 
pany, or any person who is not 
obliged to depend upon extra work 
as a means of livelihood, unless the 
exigencies of production, reasonably 
construed, require an exception to 
be made.’ 

The particular section was writ- 
ten into the code to prevent nepo- 
tism padding of the extra lists by 
studio officials and other employees 
of the studios, thus excluding many 
capable and worthy extras from se- 
curing calis that would ordinarily 
go to them.

Blum complained that 
most of the individuals concerned 
are located in California and said 
sessions should not be held in 
Washington. 

The sole witnesses were Harold 
S. Bareford, Warner Bros, attorney 
who represented nine major pro- 
ducers, and Gabriel Hess, Hays or- 
ganization executive. Both urged 
Rosy to throw the whole list of rec- 
ommendations in the wastebasket. 


The disputed Article 5, defining 
the extent to which agents may rep- 
resent their clients in negotiations 
with producers, was never men- 
ti ned, despite the inability of the 
5-5 committee to agree and the 
added fact that this split was the 
sole reason for the hearing.

FRENCH PIX UP 
IN HOME

Paris, Oct. 27. 
Survey of nationality of films 
rented in Paris during four weeks 
from August 24 to September 20 
shows that 32% of them are Amer- 
ican. Study was made by Louis 


Saurel, and is published here as a 
guide to the trade in considering 
measures of import control. 
Saurel’s dope is that more than 
50% of the films shown here during 


the period studied were French. In 
September, 1933, only 38% were 
French, so local product is on the 
up in its own bailiwick. 

Total of 1,022 rentals were made 
in Paris during the period. Of 
these, 523 were French, 321 Amer- 
ican, 145 German, 18 English, 7

FOR NEWSREELS 





Berlin, Oct. 24.

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‘We Live Again’ is a fine, artistic 
production which further impresses 
Anna Sten as a celluloid satellite, 
vividly displaying her histrionic tal- 
ents, with Fredric March equally ef- 
fective. It is Tolstoy’s ‘Resurrection’ 
beautifully re-created in dialog and 
endowed with lavish Goldwynesque 
artistry, all of which should com- 
bine into a generally effective press, 
which in turn should command fair 
box office attention. It was filmed 
several times previously, once as a 
talker. 

It’s a class picture basically, That 
limits its mass b.o. appeal, but the 
undeniable artistic contributions of 
all collaborators will satisfy once 
they're in. 

Film isn’t in the popular tempo, 
having been mounted with perhaps 
a too fine restraint. It’s for this 
reason that the film fan will just 
have to relax for 85 minutes and 
either go heavily for this 1875 ro- 
mance of oppressed Russia, or rec- 
ognize the retarded pace, the too 
heavy ecclesiastic atmospherics, the 
lethargic motivation of the basic 
romance, the over-generous wealth 
of native Russian color, and every 
other fine detail which contributes 
to the leisurely tempo. 

That 8-10-minute Easter service 
brings an elaborate but none the 
less too realistic ecclesiastic atmor- 
phere into a picture theatre. 

The film itself opens almost as a 
scenic, showing the peasants tilling 
the soil for benefit of a tyrannical 
nobility, and winds up something 
of a spec, with the orgy of secular 
splendor at the Easter period and 
the extra-curricular maneuvers be- 
tween the student officers and the 
ballerinas from the czar’s subsidized 
ballet. 

The nobleman Fredric March por- 
trays is well depicted to illustrate 
how the youth’s natural instincts 
are sated by power and pleasure to 
the degree that he betrays the peas- 
ant girl (Sten) with whom he had 
been reared in equal companionship 
until that cataclysm in the hot- 
house on one of his lands. 

March's resurrection and regen- 
eration is handled with unusual re- 
straint. Mamoulian has held him 
in fine check, at the same time not 
sacrificing Miss Sten. Her blonde 
beauty is enhanced by a highly ef- 
fective native histrionism which 
the camera angles and the lighting 
further emphasizes. Where her first- 
in-America for Goldwyn, ‘Nana’ was 
glamorous and geared strictly for 
the b.o., ‘We Live Again’ brings out 
the highly touted Continental thea- 
tre antecedents which first com- 
mended this European importee to 
Hollywood. 

For the rest, they’re bits, and all 
adequate. Jane Baxter stands out 
as a promising new screen face in 
a minor assignment. Sam _ Jaffe 
only does a snatch, but that’s highly 
effective: ditto for C. Aubrey Smith. 
Ethel Griffies and Gwendolyn Logan 
as the aunts and Jessie Ralph in 
the matron role likewise register. 

‘We Live Again’ should do its 
share of gate receipts on the Sten- 
March marquee appeal alone. It has 
the Mamoulian technic (and some 
excellent camera work by Gregg To- 
Jland) to further please ’em.

Outside of the head-slugging and 
Cagney’s generous, exhibition of 
that art, the picture possesses very 
little stuff of merit. In delving into 
the recent farmers’ milk wars the 
story had an interesting theme at 
its fingertips, but made the mistake 
of touching that phase, but lightly 
and concerning itself instead with 
unimportant and far less interesting 
affairs. 

As is, story concerns itself mostly 
with Cagney and Allen Jenkins’ 
troubles as truck drivers on a St.

But it all builds up to 
Cagney’s big moments, in which 
he’s required to lead with his dome. 

The head work is explained by 
the story as necessary, because 
Cagney shows up in the first scene 
with his hands bandaged, due to 
injuries received in a regular fight. 
He wears the bandages throughout 
the picture. But his head remains 
unblemished. The system is to stand 
directly in front of an antagonist. 
make believe you're going to lead 
with a left, but cross him by snap- 
ping your head forward so that it 
meets with his chin. As Cagney 
does it it’s a sure-fire punch, for 
they all go to sleep immediately. 

Jenkins provides the light com- 
edy shade as contrast for Cagney’s 
more strenuous” style, and they 
make a good combination. But it’s 
a shame they were given so little 
to work with. Patricia Ellis makes 
a pretty leading girl for Cagney, al- 
though much too well dressed for 
the modest lunch counter lady she 
portrays.

Picture starts off with every 
promise of being one of the greatest 
sensations in filmdom, with all the 
atmosphere of spying and intrigue 
which are commonly associated 
With Soviet Russia. 

A young Englishman goes to Rus- 
sia to recover some buried crown 
jewels and lands in forbidden terri- 
tory, where they are secretly build- 
ing a fleet of aeroplanes. He is 
promptly jailed. Through the Brit- 
ish Secret Service his father learns 
of the incarceration but cannot dis- 
cover where. With another son the 
father goes to Moscow under an as- 
sumed name. They are immediately 
placed under the severest espionage, 
and the ingenuity exercised in sur- 
mounting this results in intensely 
absorbing melodramatic situations 
that lift the picture far above the 
commonplace. 

Probably the most impressively 
showy piece of acting was that of 
the Soviet high official as played 
by Gregory Ratoff. As a foil for 
the excitable Russian, Ronald Squire 
enacts the English father with char- 
acteristic suavity. Binnie Barnes 
as a Russian prima donna of the 
adventuress type neither looks nor 
acts like one.

For some months now the Roxy 
has been doing pretty well by itself 
at the b.o. House, im fact, has had 


such a pleasant run of good busi- 
ness that it’s taken on a new atti- 


tude. A glance at the current stage 
show, for instance, immediately 
leads to the realization that the 


theatre is paying more attention to 
detail than it used to. Shows are 
not, perhaps, more costly, but they 
are more lavish, more carefully 
staged, and they’re much more 
pleasantly dressed. 

Present week's layout has _ its 
faults here and there, but they’re 
faults of omission rather than com- 
mission. It’s a matter of taste and 
proper emphasis more than any- 
thing. And what faults there are 
may be spotted only by profession- 
als. On the face of it, as far as the 
general public is concerned, it’s a 
good, pleasant hour's. entertain- 
ment. Which is, after all, what 
really counts. 

Fanchon & Marco do not bother 
labeling the show, but it might 
have been calied something like 
‘Dances of the Year.’ Starts with 


an exposition of the Cucaracha, 
goes on into the ‘Merry Widow’ 


waltz at about the half-way stage, 
and closes with the Continental, all 
inspired by filmusicals. Those three 
dances all being emphasized in pro- 
duction numbers that do not startle, 
but—much better—stand out. 

Opening has the line in Mexicani 
doing the cucaracha nicely and in 
cute costumes. That leads into an 
appearance of the Six Danwills. 
Tumbling and teeter-board sextet 
is, as usual, dressed in Hungarian 
costumes, and the Mexican line is 
allowed to linger as background, 
but the costumes don’t clash, and 
doubtful whether average theatre- 
goers realize that there's a differ- 
ence. 

Edwin George comes down to the 
foots to work in one with his chat- 
ter and juggling. The Roxy family 
mob thought he was very funny. 

A girl's voice announces ‘To 
Maxim's! To Maxim's!’ She man- 
ages to pronounce the word the only 
possible wrong way, to rhyme with 
‘him’s,’ but maybe that doesn’t mat- 


ter. It’s a full stage effect, stair- 
ease, chandelier, girls in full, 


blowsy evening clothes and boys in 
military uniforms. Twelve girls 
march on for a cancan in the fore- 
ground. It’s a fair imitation of the 
real thing (even though it has noth- 
ing to do with Maxim's, belonging 
really to the Tabarin or spots like 
that) and march off. More could 
have, and should have, been made 
of this number. Audience barely 
realized what the girls were at- 
tempting and, just about as they 
became interested, it was all over. 
Perhaps the cancan dance is too 
difficult for an American line to 
really do well, but it’s worth play- 
ing with and developing into a full 
item on its own in some other show. 

‘Merry Widow’ waltz is installed 
here, boys and girls in a nice rou- 
tine, highlighted by a center waltz 
by Nadine and Toby. Not to 
change too drastically from the cre- 
ated atmosphere, Rita Bell, next, 
starts off her singing with a French 
number, then singing another pop. 
She’s from radio, formerly with the 
Harold Stern orchestra, and okay, 
although the house P.A. system was 
unkind to her on the night caught. 

Val and Ernie Stanton, just back 
from London, have their usual easy 
good time. They again emphasize 
the value of comedy at this theatre. 
Stantons could blue-pencil some of 
their material, especially that ‘you 
gotta go’ gag, but they went over 
beautifully. The audience here love 
comedy and will forgive a lot to 
get it. Not that the Stantons fall 
from grace more than a couple of 
times, but those few times are re- 
grettable.

Portland, Ore. 


Survey being conducted in the 
burg to determine what effect, if 


any, on total downtown grosses is 
made by heavy exploitation. Ex- 
cept for present seasonal up-turn, 
total grosses in this dorp have in- 
dicated that 60,000 persons attend 
first run pix every week. 

J. J. Parker, president of Parker 
Theatres, figured exploitation shift- 
ed some of these 60,000 from one 
house to another but failed to budge 
the total gross figure. For months 
his two houses netted 55% of the 
burg’s total, with one house snitch- 
ing a grand or two from the other 
house and vice versa. The per- 
centage remained the same. 

Then vaude and stage bands en- 
tered the picture. The burg’s total 
nut jumped several grand weekly, 
with grosses rising due to various 


‘auses. Parker's latest survey pro- 
poses to figure out whether more 
pie attendance has actually been 


created despite unemployment, and 
if so whether exploitation can raise 
the ante still further. Present grosses 


in the burg total around $27,000 
weekly, indicating sale of approx 
90,000 ducats to the natives. Those 


figures reflect an increase of about 
50% in attendance over’ three 
months ago.

In the opinion of Lee Marcus, 
short subjects should play a more 
important part in sereen programs 
than they do.

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Major industry files are collect- 
ing and will continue to collect data 
which may be brought out if and 
when church agitation breaks out 
again. That the facts being gath- 
ered would ever be used as general 
propaganda to further the interests 
of the picture industry very unlike- 
ly because of the nature of the re- 
ports being made. 

What the files will yield, if the 
material is ever disclosed, will be 
more in the nature of ammunition 
against opposition to pictures such 
as was levelled against the industry 
when the church drive began. Orig- 
inally recognized by the church as 
pure, since its drive and the 
Hays’ self-censorship system, films 
are now conceded to be 90% pure. 

Included in the investigations that 
are being made in behalf of the pic- 
ture industry is the compilation of 
facts and figures which would place 
films in a highly favorable light 
when compared to other amuse- 
ments or reading material. 

What looks like an astonishing 
bit of ammunition has been col- 
lected through an analysis of boys’ 
magazines. Two of the largest reache- 
ing kid mags have been piaced un- 
der the microscope. The issues of 
each for the first six months this 
year were minutely studied and 
analyzed. Report shows that one 
published 40 stories, 25 of which in- 
volved crime or violence, the per- 
centage being 62%% in this class. 
In the 25 unfavorably listed yarns, 
a total of 162 crimes are tabulated. 
Analysis is further broken down to 
list killings, murder technique, con- 
cealment of murder, theft, destruc 
tion of evidence, how a jailbreak 
can be effected, and how a detective 
may be successfully impersonated, 

In the other mag, 42 stories were 
published the first six months this 
year, 18 of which dealt with crime 
or violence, a percentage to the 
whole of 43%. A total of 54 differ- 
ent crimes or acts of violence was 
contained in these yarns. 

Just how far the industry may 
go in collecting this kind of data 
for reperts which can be shot back 
at film complainants, is not indi- 
cated,

Proposed supplemental code for 
motion picture and theatre equip- 
ment and supply dealers, amending 
the wholesale code, was discussed 
at public hearing here Friday (2). 
Row broke out almost immediately 
between members of the Independ- 
ent Theatre Supply Dealers Asso- 
ciation and outside distributors. 

Shooting in a set of unexpected 
labor clauses, J. E. Robin of New 
York, association president, in ef- 
fect proposed a separate complete 
code for the wholesale supply trade 
rather than a supplemental set of 
fair trade practices. Last minute 
proposal provides for a basic 40- 
hour week with a $15 minimum 
Wi and a 40c-an-hour guarantee 
for part-time employees.

A History of Music Wars 

In laying the basis for its de- 
fense, ASCAP, through its answer- 
ing papers, paints a detailed and 
impressive picture of the gross pi- 
racies that the copyright owners 
were subject to before the organ- 
ization of the Society in 1914. It 
retails how these copyright owners 
were unable individually to protect 
their property rights and the battle 
that the Society encountered when 
it first attempted to compel com- 
mercial users of music to pay a 
tithe as required by law, and how 
this issue had to be fought through 
the courts every time some new 
class of user elected to resist the 
rights of the copyright owner, First 
it was the hotel, then it was the 
dance hall, then came the motion 
picture theatre, and now it is radio. 
Legal manouvers and outcome of 
each of these cases is elaborately 
narrated. 

Given especially lengthy attention 
in this recital are the various con- 
troversies that music have had to 
engage in with the broadcasting in- 
terests. Answer tells how after the 
American Society won its court fight 
against WOR, Newark, in 1923, the 
National Association of DProadcast- 
ers issued a broadside declaring war 


against ASCAP to the finish, and 
how the NAB sought to ally the 


various businesses using music in 


a concerted movement to press leg- 


islation to repeal the musical per- 
forming rights provision of the 
copyright act and otherwise pre- 


vent the Society from continuing its 
activities.

4. That any of the acts com 


plained of by the U. S. are unlaw- 
ful, but that to the contrary, the 
federal Trade Commission, the De- 
partme nt of Justice, various Con- 
gre ssional patents committees as 
weil as federal and state courts 
have by decision and other acts de- 
clared for many years that the So- 
ciety is engaged in the legitimate 
business of protecting copyrights 
against piracy and granting licenses 
for ie members to the purveyors of 
: for a profit. 
" hat the MDS no longer exists 
and that its cCirectcrs ordered it 
dissolved long before the Govern- 
ment filed its suit. 
6. That the 24 members of the 
ASCAP board of directors have 
and do in fact dominate the music 
business. This section of the an- 
swer recites in detail how the So- 
ciety came to be founded. Organ- 
ized Feb. 13, 1914, by 10 composers 
and four publishers, it now has a 
membership of 778 writers and 102 
publishers. Section also relates the

and then proceeds’ to 
how, up to 1914, the piracy of 
copyrighted works was rampant 


throughout the U. S. and how trade 
associations were organize <d to con- 
test the copyright owner's right to 
collect a fee for the performance of 
his work. Also how, since the for- 
mation of ASCAP, no author or 
composer of music has been per- 
mitted to be buried in a pauper’s 
grave and how the Society has pro- 
vided for indigent members and 
their families. This section further 
recounts how the development of 
the cabaret, the motion picture, the 
dance hall, vaudeville theatres, etc., 
had made music a profitable me- 
dium for the operators of these 
places, and that the’ individual 
writer was empowered to deal with 
the infringers, and recites how the 
Society through one court decision 
after another was able to enforce 
the copyright owner's right to col- 
lect a fee from hotels, cafes, motion 
picture theatres, and finally from 
radio. National Association of 
Broadcasters is charged with pub- 
licly announcing that it will give 
full support to prosecution of the 
Government suit, and if latter is 
successful, the NAB will establish a 
musie pool of its own and use only 
musical numbers of writers and 
publishers who are members of the 
pool. 

7. That ASCAP restricts a li- 
censee to the use of ASCAP music. 
To the U. S. allegation that ASCAP 
will only issue a blanket license and 
not one covering the use of a single 
number, the answer recites that the 
fact ASCAP members are scattered 
all over the world and thousands of 
songs of different authorship, na- 
tionality, character and taste used 
daily by each branch of the amuse- 
ment business makes the latter sys- 
tem impractical, Issuing of blanket 
licenses also spares Society added 
expense of attending performances 
or listening in all over the country 
to learn whether the works of its 
members are being pirated. Society, 
states the answer, never had an ap- 


plication for individual numbers 
until the NAB, defeated in its at- 
tempt to obtain legislation detri- 


mental to the Society, conceived the 
idea of asking for single numbers in 
order to use such negotiations as a 
basis of complaint. 

8. That it ever granted licenses or 
dealt with entertainers or groups of 
entertainers, but, to the contrary, 
the ASCAP policy has from the in- 
ception of organization been to deal 
only with commercial place oper- 
ated for a profit and with broad- 
casters.

9. That the Society maintains 
agents all over the country to en- 
force its demand. Answer states 
that under the necessity of protect- 
ing its rights ASCAP has employed 
attorneys in good standing and of 
&o00d repute in the various Federal 
districts. 

10. That ASCAP had anything to 
do with the formation of the MPPA 
or in any way had had anything to 
do with its business affairs, opera- 
tions or policies, or the selection of 
its officers. To the contrary, states 
the answer, the two organizations 
are separate entities and have noth- 
ing to do with one another. 

11. That MDS was organized with 
the connivance of ASCAP. Answer 
further states that ASCAP had 
nothing to do with the MDS’ opera-

13. That the success or failure of 
the station depends upon its ability 
to obtain permission to broadcast 
musical numbers, and any interfer- 
ence therewith constitutes restraint 
of trade.

others. Instead of radio popularizing 
music, the constant plugging of the 
compositions has shortened the life 
of them and has resulted in a tre- 
mendous decrease in royalties re- 
ceived from the publication of sheet 
music, and the primary source of 
income that the copyright owner 
can now look to for his works is 
broadcasting and the other media 
performing music for a profit. Un- 
der the copyright law the owner has 
an absolute right to refuse radio or 
any other media the use of his 
works, and that the activities of the 
broadcasts with respect to music 
have been and are limited to take 
the music without paying for it. 

15. That the society’s self-per- 
petuating board of directors has 
the exelusive control and operation 
of the society and that membership 
is restricted to those approved by 
the directors. Answer declares that 
composers and authors throughout 
the world have been permitted to 
organize for mutual protection and 
issue performing licenses through a 
central agency. In no case through- 
out the world do the users seek the 
dissolution of such agencies or de- 
sire an opportunity to deal sepa- 
rately with copyright owners if 
they must pay. Were it not for the 
society not a single one of its li- 
censees could hope, if he conducts 
his business according to the pres- 
ent amusement policy, to negotiate 
with individual copyright owners 
and secure as wide a selection of 
music as is available under the so- 
ciety’s license for anything like the 
present cost. It would be physically 
and financially impossible for the 
average broadcasting station to ne- 
gotiate for individual licenses with 
several thousand different copyright 
owners located all over the world 
as well as in the U. S. Through the 
years 1926-1932 the radio set in- 
dustry has garnered from sales 
around $3,500,000,000, while the sale 
of time to advertisers has since 
1927 advanced with such leaps that 
the networks and stations in the 
U. S. are expected to take in from 
this source during 1932 over $100,- 
000,000. From 1925 to the end of 
1931 the average sales of sheet mu- 
sic has shrunk more than 70%, the 
sale of phonograph records has 
dropped over 80% and the piano- 
roll industry has practically van- 
ished. 

16. That radio stations must ac- 
cept all terms and conditions im- 
posed upon them by the society for 
the right to broadcast musical com- 
positions. Answer does admit that 
stations owned 51% by newspaper 
have been granted special rates. 
Reason for this is that newspaper- 
owned stations do not sell adver- 
tising on any substantial scale and, 
to the contrary, are operated as 
semi-public media for the dissemi- 
nation of news and other matters 
of general interest. In answering 
the allegation that ASCAP restricts 
numbers at will, the society states 
such instances are few and that 
such compositions are withdrawn 
only when the continued radio 
broadcasting of such numbers, if 
not restricted, would destroy the 
stage or symphonic rights of the 
members in such works; that the 
society by virtue of the rights ob- 
tained from its members is bound 
in fairness and good conscience to 
do nothing that will destroy the 
rights reserved to such members; 
that dramatico - musical composi- 
tions currently successful on the 
stage are produced at great invest- 
ment, sometimes as high as $200,000 
or $300,000, and that if broadcasters 
were permitted to perform unre- 
stricted works that are part of such 
productions the desire of the public 
to attend such musical shows would

be extinguished and the value of 
the rights in such works would 
likewise be destroyed. For that rea- 


son the society, at the instance of 
individual members, restricts from 
indiscriminate broadcasting, from 
time to time, such musical compo- 
sitions. 

18. That through the alleged con- 
spiracy’ radio stations have been 
discouraged from broadcasting the 
works of non-ASCAP members, and 





ASCAP has also prevented non-

Application of the rule restrict- 
ing hotel and cafe bands to four 
sustaining broadcasts @ week may 
be postponed by the New York mu- 


sicians’ union until several name 
bands in the metropolitan area 
have been able to air their griev- 
ances against the measure. These 
combos demand that the regula- 
tion, which was passed at a meet- 
ing of band leaders last week, be 
reopened for further consideration, 


Recalcitrant maestros score the 
rule as unfair to them and charge 
that it was railroaded through by 
a group of orchestra leaders who 
have minor standing i broad- 
casting. 

Action of the dance band men

35-HR. WEEK UP 


Publishers Consider Adoption of 
Short Stanza 

Standard publishers will meet 
Wednesday (14) to decide whether 
they will agree to the 35-hour week 
suggested for the music industry by 
the NRA administration. 

John G. Paine, chairman of the 
Music Publishers Protective Asso- 
ciation, has written P. A. Murkland, 
NRA administrator for the publish- 
ing industries, that his organization 
would prefer that the entire con- 
tingent of five pop delegates to the 
code authority be elected from the 
ranks of the industry and that the 


| MPPA as an association be left out 


of the election altogether. 

In refuting conclusions submitted 
by the NRA law department Paine 
declared that the MPPA as an asso 
ciation at no time had anything to 
do with the preparation or presen- 
tation of the pop publishers’ code 
and subsequently he saw no reason 
why the MPPA should be bound by 


ithe code of ethics set up by the 


board, MPPA, said Paine in his 
letter, has never functioned as a 
trade body but rather as a protec- 
tive association, and that even 
though the code of ethics embodied 
in the music code is part and par- 
cel of the MPPA’'s by-laws there 
is no reason why that organization 
should be made to conform to the 
rules and regulations laid down for 
trade associations by the NRA, 
NRA lav department had _ the 
week before demanded that the 
MPPA modify its constitution so as 
to make it gibe with the trade as- 
sociation regulations of the NRA, 
Among the things objected to by 
the NRA was MPPA's scale of 
dues, the penalizing rights it holds, 
and the salary paid the chairman, 
‘Song Sharks’ 


In his letter to Murkland Paine | 


averred that although he wasn't 
disposed to have arrangers included 
in the code, some provision ought to 
be made to cover the ‘song sharks’ 
in the business. These ‘song sharks,’ 
said Paine, call their business a ser- 
vice in which they offer to do the 
arranging of a composition for nov- 
ices. It was his opinion that the 
code should not be altered so as to 
allow this element to escape any of 
its rigid provisions. 

Indications are that the NRA will 
yield a point to the music industry 
and allow the publishers a 36-hour 
week. Standard men as represented 
by the Music Publishers Association 
of the United States are insisting 
not only on this concession but the 
right to elect four o the five stand- 
ard delegates to the code authority 
out of its own ranks. As it now 
stands the code allows the MPA 
three reps to this board.

There’s nothing that can be done 
legally about the Palace’s refusal 
to be pushed into an agreement by 
the exchanges or the other exhibi- 
tors, since the Palace picture con 
tracts were all signatured several 


ago and do not contain any 
clause nixing the bargain matinee. 

John Balaban is still negotiating 
with RKO to get them to meet the 
B. & K. agreement, but it’s not 
likely that the Palace will quit its 
decision to run its box office accord- 
ing to what appears the best policy 
for that house. Because of this stand 
by the Palace, it’s figured a cinch 
that neither the State-Lake nor the 
Oriental will continue to try to run 
at higher Sunday afternoon prices, 
but will slice admissions to the old 
scale.

There are several in- 
stances of current plays that have held on or succeeded in the face 
of hostile or mixed notices, ‘Tobacco Road’ being the most conspicu- 
ous example. Although it was generally condemned in the daily 
newspapers, except for Henry Hull's acting, it has been running 
eleven months, and will go on indefinitely. 

‘Among the current productions that have found their public in 
spite of mixed or adverse verdicts in the press are ‘Within the Gates,’ 
‘Judgment Day,’ ‘The First Legion’ and notably ‘The Great Waltz,’ 
which is doing tremendous business. Although drama criticism is not 
practiced in the interests of the box office, and drama critics have 
acquired great influence without wishing to have it, the charge that 
they stand between plays and their natural audiences is a serious 
one. The practical function of newspaper reviewing is to spread the 
news, not to obstruct it. ven those who feel most bitter about 
drama reviewing will be willing to grant critics personal prejudice 
and limitations, which are humanly unavoidable.

‘You can't compare a new work 
of a new nature and conception, 
with an old work. There's no basis 
for comparison. You can look at 
the new thing only for what, good 
or bad, it is.’ 

What makes a

It has good dialogue primarily; it’s 
written in English, good, vigorous, 
forcible and picturesque, It has 


the quality of imagination, it shows 
itself to be a creation from the 
writer’s imagination. Plot? There's 
no such thing as plot. Who bothers 
about it in a good play? What plot 
is there in Shakespeare? His stories 
were the weakest point of his plays; 
he borrowed them, he was even too 


lazy to make up his own. Plot’s 
incidental—it doesn't matter a 
damn.’ 


No Problems 

Nor does Mr. O’Casey believe that 
a play’ should solye a problem. 

‘A play’s a thing to enjoy, not to

What writer 
ever solved a problem? Mr, O’Casey 
Shakespeare solved no prob- 
Ibsen wrote his worst plays 
trying to solve problems. O'Neill 
whom Mr. O'’Casey believes to be 
the greatest living dramatist, solves 
no problems. 

Mr. O’Casey finds the theatre here 
healthier, with more 
than in London.

Comedies have been slow in ar- 
riving. ‘A Farmer Takes a Wife’ 
is the second within two weeks, and 
it was welcomed with chuckles, first 
nighters voting it good comic stuff. 

Program neatly puts it that the 
play ‘attempts to recapture the 
simple excitements of the people 
of that vanished era,’ meaning 1853, 
when the Erie Canal was the na- 
tion’s most important commercial 
traffic link, a 350-mile stretch from 
Buffalo to Albany. Men were two- 
fisted drinkers, given to roistering 
in the inns along the banks. Cooks 
were as important on the boats as 
the boaters with whom they lived 
without thought of matrimony. 

‘Farmer’ brings to Broadway for- 
gotten wordage, unique as it is 
amusing. The Erie is proudly 
known as the ‘Grand Canal’ and 
the boaters regard the coming of 
railroads with contempt, spending 
much of the time ‘drinking rum and 
cussing the cars.’ 

Characters are logically 
picturesque people who think of 
making a living no other way. It 
isn’t much of a play in the usual 
sense, and for that very reason 
seems a refreshing change. Set-

to go equally high on coin. Now 
the average is down to $35-$40. 

Another factor is motion picture 
house presentations. Picture houses 
have been putting on such lavish 
shows, with such complicated dance 
routines that they've cornered most 
of the ponies who can hoof. That 
or most of the girls are on the 
Coast. 

Backflips 

In this connection it’s pointed out 
that picture house lines don't have 
to pay as much attention to looks 
as legit shows do, because legits are 
so much nearer the audiences. As 
an example of what is being called 
for, the girls in the line of the 
currently rehearsing Warner-Lew 
Brown musical, ‘Calling All Stars,’ 
are required to do a complete back- 
flip in one spot. Same is true of 
all other legit musicals. Such rou- 
tines were never attempted in past 
musicals or revues, acrobatics and 
difficult dances being left to specialty 
groups, although the Seymour 
Felixes, Sammy Lees, Bobby Con- 
nollys, and the colored shows did 
much to bring on the new style of 
chorus work. 

Still another motion picture angle 
is that the best dance directors on 
the street have been called to Holly- 
wood and have either taken their 
girls with them, or sent for them, 
or lost track of them. Part of the 
task of all show dance directors 
several years ago was keeping in 
touch with girls all the time. Thus 
Bobby Connolly, for instance, when 
producing a show, generally had the 
nucieus of the same line. Same for 
Seymour Felix. But with these step 
maestros gone Hollywood, no one in 
New York seems to have taken over. 

Regular name groups are being 
used in most of the shows this year. 
Thus the Weidman dancers in ‘Life 
Begins at 8:40,’ the Stra dancers 
in the Brown show, the Rasch girls 
in ‘The Great Waltz,’ ete. Never, 
in past years, did these school] lines 
get so much of a play, because in 
the past there was sufficient talent 
available without calling on the 
schools. And this, too, goes back to 
the Tillers.
